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“Broad Arrow” says: ““We cannot but deplore the un- 
friendly attitude which certain American naval officers 
occasionally assume toward us. We have in our mind 
Adm]. Belknap’s pronouncement that the Japanese could 
easily whip the Britishers, as the British Navy was 
quite an inefficient force. Such talk does an immensity 
of harm when the two branches of our race are drawing 
closer together. Capt. Mahan and Adml. Esten (Erben) 
did not think or speak in this way, and on this side of 
the Atlantic there is nothing but the friendliest interest 
in the new American Navy. We do not grudge our 
cousins their greatness; we do not interfere with their 
foreign policy, and we look forward with hope to a 
future possibility of an alliance, which would be the only 
really popular alliance in England. The ‘Spectator’ 
makes a happy suggestion which might be acted upon by 
our Government. The United States has shown its 
friendliness by removing Adm]. Meade; let us do an 
equally gracious act, by asking that he may be reinstated 
his command. It would certainly promote a_ kindlier 
feeling toward us among the officers of the American 
Navy, and might even make Adml. Meade himself think 
that the Britishers are not such terrible villains after 
all.” We appreciate the friendly feeling of our con- 
temporary, but it is mistaken as to its fact. Adml. 
Meade was not removed from the command of the 
North Atlantic Station. He was relieved from the com- 
mand at his own request. If “Broad Arrow” should fol- 
low the Army and Navy Journal instead of daily press 
telegrams it would be able to consider more intelligently 
subjects relating to our services. 


There is a strong probability that court-martials for 
the enlisted men will be less frequent in the future than 
they have been in the past. Not because of any de- 
crease in the number of offenses, but because the an- 
thorities are considering the idea of discharging such 
men as are brought to the bar of justice charged with 
minor crimes. This is one of the results of abolishing 
the Military Prison, and confining prisoners to military 
posts. Many of the War Department officials believe 
that by the system of discharge, the Army will get rid 
of worthless men who would remain in the service if 
court-martialled and sentenced to a short period of econ- 
finement. If it becomes generally known that discharge 
will follow any infraction of the regulations serious 
enough to warrant such action, it is thought that there 
will be fewer infractions of discipline. The authorities 
are also considering the idea of issuing regulations gov- 
erning the treatment of prisoners at military posts. 
Prisoners sentenced to confinement for misdemeanors, 
and those under sentence by summary courts for merely 
military offences are now placed together, greatly to the 
injury of the men undergoing sentence for the lesser of- 
fences. The matter is a serious one, and will probably 
engage the attention of the Secretary upon his return 
from his present inspection tour. 


The New York Commandery of the Loyal Legion have 
expended $500 on the expenses of the trial of the late 
Street Commissioner W. S. Andrews. The general im- 
pression is that the charges against him will be = sus- 
tained, though the Board of Officers are preserving as 
much secrecy as a court-martial, and nothing will be 
known of their finding until they report in October. 
They have certainly been very faithful in their investi- 
gations, all of them giving much time to their work, es- 
pecially Capt. James Parker, who has traveled back and 
forth between New York and Washington. This is the 
first case of the kind in the history of the New York 
Commandery, extending over thirty years. Charges have 
never before been preferred against an oflicer, and 
they would not have been preferred in this case had 
not Mr. Andrews desired that they should be to enable 
him to secure from the Commandery a_ vindication 
against the charges made before the Lexow Investigat- 
ing Committee. The Board of the Commandery before 
which he appeared consisted of Gen. Horace Porter, Col. 
©. C. Suydam, Maj. Thomas Odell, Col. Aaron Vander- 
bilt, Daniel L. Braine and Edmund K. Russell. 


The first inspections under the new method recently 
adopted by the War Department, were made during the 
past few weeks by the Inspection Corps, and the 
result has been all that its advocates have claimed for 
it. The Inspector Generals were governed in their work 
by the instructions given in G. O. 18, and in the special 
instructions ziven to them through the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’'s Department. Additional instructions are con- 
tained in the revised edition of the Army Regulations. 
All the promises seem to indicate that the inspection of 
the Army under the new system will be as complete and 
thorough as ever, and perhaps a little more along the 
line which the Secretary particularly desires to be fol- 
lowed. It has been figured up that one-third of the 
amount expended last year for the work of the Inspec- 
tion Corps will be saved. This saving, however, will be 
used to meet the expenditures incident upon the inspec- 
tions made by the War Department officials and the De- 
partment Commanders. 


Nothing is on file at the Navy Department to show 
that either Rear Admls. Kirkland or Carpenter contem- 
plate retiring. The rumor of Rear Adml. Kirkland’s possible 
intention to retire has been traced to an officer who was at- 
tached to the Chicago, and he said it was merely a 
rumor. The report of Adml. Carpenter’s retirement is 
due to the illness of Mrs. Carpenter. His declination to 
retire, in order that Commo. Potter might be retired, is 
taken as an indication now that he will not go off the 
active list until age compels. 





The detail of Commo. Bunce to the North Atlantic 
Squadron is regarded by the authorities as the final 
scene in the Meade incident. Statements have been pub- 
lished to the effect that Adml. Meade was illegally re- 
tired, ascertain conditions wereconnected with his request 
forretirement which were never complied with. This state- 
ment is contradicted. In his communication for retire- 
ment dated May 8, Adml. Meade asked that he be re- 
tired on the 20th of April, under the provisions of the 
forty-years’ retirement law, he having been in the serv- 
ice for forty-five years. The authorities declined to give 
out his letter requesting retirement, but it is stated on 
excellent authority that the foregoing is in effect its con- 
tents. 


SOCIETY ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 

The Society of the Army of the Potomac held its re- 
union at New London, Conn., on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, June 18 and 19. The city hung out all of its bunt- 
ing to testify its appreciation of the honor done it. Gov. 
Coffin and his staff arrived on Tuesday, and was re- 
ceived by the Mayor aud city officials, and Gen. George 
Haven and staff. The 3d Regt., C. N. G., acted as his 
escort. The meeting of the society was held at the 3d 
Regt. Armory, the several corps meetings being held in 
such convenient places outside as could be obtained. The 
parade Tuesday afternoon, in which about 1,500 men 
participated, began at 3 o’clock. Brig. Gen. George 
Haven, C. N. G., was chief marshal. The line was 
formed in two divisions. The first division, which was in 
command of Col. B. C. Tyler, C. N. G., was composed 
of troops from Fort TrumbujJ, seamen from the U. 8. 
ships in the harbor, 3d Regt., C. N. G.; 3d Section Signal 
Corps, and 3d Section Machine Gun Battery. Capt. and 
Brevet Maj. John H. Calef, 2d Art., commanded the 
second division. It was made up of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac parading as an army corps, pre- 
ceded by the general staff and cavalry corps. The ar- 
tillery and signal corps formed the rear. At Williams 
Park the parade was reviewed by Gov. Coflin and staff. 
Exercises were held at 8 o’clock in the armory, which 
was handsomely decorated. The galleries were a sea of 
color, the number of women present being very large, and 
on the platform a number of military officers in uniform. 
Music was made by the 3d Regt. band and a male 
chorus of fifty voices. but the entire audience joined in 
singing patriotic songs. The speeches for the most part 
were brief, and the speakers were accorded an enthusias- 
tic reception. A march dedicated to Gen. Miles began 
the programme. Maj. Johnson welcomed the veterans 
on the part of the city. He was followed by Maj. Calef 
on behalf of the veterans, who referred to New London 
aus a strategic point for the defense of Long Island 
Sound. 

Gen. Alex. S. Webb, President of the society, re- 
sponded, and he was followed by impromptu speeches by 
others who were called upon. At the business meeting 
Brevet Maj. Gen. John Gibbon, U. S. A., was elected 
l’resident. He made an interesting reminiscent address 
critical of war history. A resolution was passed to peti- 
tion the United States Government to erect a monument 
at Gettysburg in memory of the Regular Army veter- 
aus who died there. Burlington, Vt., was chosen as the 
next place of meeting. The Fifth Corps elected Gen. 
itz John Porter President, and Col. A. N. Clark Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. The Sixth Army Corps elected Col. 
S. C. Butterfield, of Derby Line, Vt., President, and L. 
A.Upton, Thompsonville, Conn., corresponding secretary. 

Gen. John Gibbon, U. S. A., delivered the annual ora- 
tion. In it he reviewed the Army difliculties of the early 
period of the Rebellion in 1861 due to too much contlict 
in leadership, and made an earnest plea for justice, at 
least in history’s record, to Fitz John Porter. Speaking 
of the confusion of field operations in the Peninsula 
campaign, he said: 

“ If there is one well established principle in war it 
is that an army commander in the field must have un- 
limited control of military operations. ‘Two command- 
ers in the field are bad enough; two, one in the field and 
the other out, are worse. One of the best military heads 
evolved by our great war was that of President Lincoln. 
Ilis ideas on military operations, expressed in his quaint 
Way, were eminently sound and were always such as ap- 
pealed to the common sense of the masses. He discov- 
ered in a few months that this outside interference with 
commanders in the field brought disaster, and he himself 
discontinued it. Men and nations seem to learn only by 
personal experience. 

“The saying ‘De mortuis nil nisi bonum’ (concerning 
the dead say only what is favorable), belongs to a past 
age. If history is to follow the rule laid down for us, of 
saying nothing but what was favorable of the dead, how 
is she to make a distinction between vice and virtue, 
bravery and cowardice, competency and incompetency. 
Such a law would prevent our exposing the fraudulent 
claims of those who, since that bloody day of March 13, 
1865, have proclaimed themselves as the great heroes of 
all the battles of the war, trying to blind posterity to the 
fact that such men as Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Buell, 
McClellan, Meade and Thomas ever existed. 

“The rule which should govern, and the only one, 
ought to be, ‘Say only the truth of the dead—or the liv- 
ing.” Had this been the rule a generation ago, this great 
country of ours would have escaped a foul blot upon her 
record—a blot which cost one of her most loyal, brave 
and devoted defenders many long years of agony and 
shame. 

“After all the long years of trial through which he 
has gone, there remains some great consolations to Fitz 
John Porter. He has outlived his calumnies and has 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of his countrymen and 
to their representatives in Congress his entire innocence 
of the charges against him, and has done what few 
other men have done under like circumstances—placed 
his case so clearly on record that history can make no 
mistake in regard to it. Had Fitz John Porter been 
killed on Aug. 30, 1862, whilst directing his corps in the 
most desperate assault the gallant Fifth ever made, no 
whisper of the charges afterwards raked up against him 
would have been heard.” 

The forenoon of Wednesday was occupied in a seventy- 
mile trip on Long Island Sound in the steamer City of 
Lowell. Lunch was provided on board. The steamer 
was saluted by all the steam craft in the harbor after 
she left at 10 o’clock. The freedom of the cruisers Cin: 
cinnati and Atlanta was extended to the veterans by 
the commanding officers, and launches were run to the 
city to accommodate them. The officers of the cruisers 
were present at the banquet, which in the evening closed 
the proceedings, at the Pequod House. ' 

Gen. Webb presided at the banquet. Toasts were re- 
sponded to by Senators Hawley and Platt, Mr. John 
Hopson, Jr., Adjt. Gen. Ruggles, U. S. A.; Maj. Gen. 
Nelson A, Miles, U. S. A.; Col. U. A. Woodbury, Gen. 
Fitz John Porter, U. S. A.; Rear Admiral Oscar F. 
Stanton, Hon. Horatio King, Maj. Gen. John Gibbon, 
U.S. A., and the poet of the day, H. C. Bunner. 





HARLEM SHIP CANAL. 


Mr. Fordham Morris was the orator of the day at the 
celebration of the opening of the Harlem Ship Cana), 
Monday, June 17. Tt is unfortunate that the address 
was delivered under such circumstances that it received 
less attention at the time than its merit deserves. It was 
in every way worthy of the occasion, and should be put 
into a form for preservation among the historical ree- 
ords of our time. In the course of his historical state- 
ment, Mr. Morris said: 

To Gen. John Newton belongs the honor of planning 
the canal enterprise. He died but a few months since, 
just before the plans formulated by him reached this 
partial completion. He has left, however, as his engi- 
neering monument, the successful clearing of Hell Gate 
channel. His military record as a corps commander 
lives in the grateful hearts of his countrymen, and his 
gentle, kindly manners, to those who personally knew 
him, will long be cherished as a precious association. 

But actual work was not done for nearly ten years. 
Corporate and private interests blocked the way; ridi- 
cule was invoked, and our river, like the Erie Canal, 
was called a ditch and mud hole. Secret opposition, 
backed by great political power and corporate influence, 
retarded and almost prevented the right of way pro- 
ceedings and appropriations. But this is our festival; 
let time heal those controversies; let the objectors have 
time to repent, and soon they, with all of us, will hail 
with gratitude the public work their legal controversies 
and secret cabals sought to prevent. 

Lieut. Col. George L. Gillespie and Mr. Augustus 
Doerflinger, who has been on the work since the bezin- 
ning, with several other members of the Colonel’s en- 
gineering staff of civilian employes, under the Secretary 
of War and Chief of Engineers, are the men to whom 
we owe the execution of this work. Its dry but telling 
details are 550,000 tons of rock removed; 162,000 cubic 
yards of earth excavated; 1,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth and mud dredged; 5,000 cubic yards of retaining 
wall built; 2,000,000 pounds of dynamite exploded. 

Not a single life has been lost, and but a few men in- 
jured, though flood, tempest and other untoward cir- 
cumstances have surrounded the enterprise. 

Nine hundred and thirty thousand dollars have thus 
far been paid out. 

The rock cut at Kingsbridge is finished, and a water- 
way 18 feet at low tide, 350 feet in width, obtained; 
outside the cut a channel deeper at low tide than the 
Erie or Champlain canals, as deep as the Hudson be- 
tween Albany and Troy, as deep as the British canals 
on the St. Lawrence between the Thousand Islands and 
Montreal has been given us. 

Such are the results accomplished by the engineers, a 
corps which for nearly a century has borne the modest 
motto, “Let us try.’”’ Within this century its officers, as 
individuals, have audited over $450,000,000 of the Govy- 
ernment money, peculations have never occurred, and no 
law requires these officers and gentlemen to give secur 
ity. All honor to the Engineer Corps of the United 
States, and to its active representative, Lieut. Col. Gil- 
lespie. 

But this is only a beginning; the plan contemplates a 
channel 400 feet wide at 15 feet deep at low tide, ex- 
cept in the finished rock cut. Only $1,750,000 is re- 
quired to finish this work to the full proportions of the 
project. 

To Gen. Egbert L. Viele the success of the celebration 
was chiefly due. He was in control, and was indefati- 
gable in his efforts to make the occasion the great suc- 
cess it was. He presided at the banquet which wound 
up the proceedings of the day and made a happy speech. 
Mayor Strong, who followed him, alluded to the fact 
that they were celebrating not only the opening of the 
canal, but Bunker Hill day and the birthday of Gen. 
Viele. It is an interesting fact that Gen. Viele’s father 
took a similar part in the opening of the Erie Canal 
seventy years ago.

Maj. Gen. Miles and staff, viz.: Cols. Breck, Byrne and 
Moore, Lieut. Cols. Barr, Volkmar, Worth and Carey, 
Maj. Hoff, Capt. Allen and Lieuts. Bailey and Donovan. 
Gen. Alex. McD. McCook, U. 8S. A., was with this 
party. 


Hanging on the wall of Inspector General Breckin- 
ridge’s office, at the War Department, is a map of the 
United States covered with square and circular pieces of 
carboard colored green and red. A close inspection of 
the map shows that the slips of cardboard cover points 
where the Inspectors of the Corps are performing duty, 
and places they will reach during the tours they are 
making. Attached to each slip is the date of the arrival 
and departure of the officer it represents. Col. George 
Hl. Burton, Inspector General of the Dept. of the Pa- 
cific, is designated by a piece of cardboard, square as 
the officer himself, colored green to distinguish the 
points in his district from those of Lieut. Col. Peter D. 
Vroom, which are covered by slips of cardboard colored 
red. Lieut. Col. Henry W. Lawton’s district is covered 
by circular pieces of cardboard, also covered green. ‘The 
North Atlantic District, over which Col. Robert I’. 
Ilughes presides, as shown by the map, also bears a 
large number of circular pieces of cardboard, colored 
red, which distinguishes his district from the South At- 
lantic District, the territory of Maj. Garlington, the 
cardboard distributed over this section being of the other 
tint. The map and the pieces of cardboard are arranged 
for the convenience of the Inspector General, who often 
desires to send telegrams to the officers of his corps. He 
easily finds their station now by merely looking at the 
“ardboard, where he formerly had to wade through a 
pile of papers to obtain the information wanted. 


The annual clothing order, giving the prices of articles 
of apparel, will be published early next week. The 
Quartermaster General disposed of this matter before 
his departure with Secretary Lamont, and the order is 
now in the hands of the printer. It is understood that 
there is a slight reduction on many of the articles over 
the prices of the present fiscal year.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A dispatch from Pittsburg, June 6, says: “It Is quite 
probable that within six months plans looking toward the 
construction of a gigantic steel plant on the banks of Lake 
rie, at a point near Cleveland, O., will be well under way. 
John D. Rockefeller, of the Standard Oil Co., and others 
have agreed to furnish the necessary financial aid. The 
name of John Potter, late General Superintendent of the 
Carnegie Steel Co. in Pittsburg, now with the Cleveland 
Steel Co., is coupled with the Preset. and it is stated that 
he will have entire charge of the works. It is definitely 
known that Mr. Potter has recently taken out certain pat- 
ents for the manufacture of improved ordnance and ship 
armor plate."’ 


The Navy K smokeless powder Is being subjected to its 
last trial and if it passes the ordeal safely it will be issued 
to the service. A sample of this powder is now in a closed 
chamber at Newport under a temperature of 160 degrees. 
Tt will be examined In the course of a few weeks, and if no 
deterioration is evident, orders will be issued by Capt. 
Sampson directing the issuance of one and six pdr. powder 
to the vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron. This powder 
was recently subjected to a temperature of 100 degrees at 
the Indian Head Proving Ground and gave excellent results. 
Capt. Sampson, however, did not consider this trial severe 
enough, and accordingly gave orders to place the powder 
under 160 degrees of temperature. Capt. Sampson, who 
only returned from Newport last Sunday, is very much 
pleased with the progress of work there, especially in the 
powder line. He expects that In a month or six weeks the 
first issue of smokeless powder to vessels in commissions 
will be made. 


There were several interesting tests at the Indian Head 
Proving Ground on Saturday last. A 5%-iInch plate, repre- 
senting a group of armor for the turrets of the 8-inch breech- 
loading rifles of the Iowa, Brooklyn and Massachusetts, was 
attacked by a 33-pound shot fired from a 4-inch gun. The ve- 
locity of the cracking shot was 1,774 feet per second. It 
penetrated about 8 inches and smashed against the plate 
without cracking it. A special Wheeler-Sterling shell was 
then fired with a velocity of 2,000 feet per second. It pene- 
trated about 7 inches and remained intact in the plate. The 
group of armor was accepted on the showing made by the 
plate. A 13-inch semi-armor-plercing shell, representing the 
last of a contract lot of 400 pee was then fired, with 
a velocity of 900 feet at a 7-inch plate. The shot perforated 
the plate, breaking it, and lodged in the earth back of the 
butt. When recovered it was found to be in good condition 
and the lot of shell was thereupon accepted. A test of the 
Smith patent hydraulic fuse, operated by means of a piston 
working in oll with an aperture graduated to suit the dis- 
tance, was also tested and found to work satisfactorily. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications held its regu- 
lar monthly meeting on last Tuesday, June 18, in New York 
City. In the absence of Lieut. Gen, Schofield on his in- 
spection trip, Col. Henry L. Abbot, of the Engineer Corps, 
presided. One of the most in:portant features of the work 
of the board is the preparation of a programme for the test 
of an 8-Inch gun representing a lot manufactured by the 
Bethlehem Iron Co. Congress appropriated $3,000,000 in 
1891 for the construction of 100 high power guns by private 
parties. The contract for their manufacture was awarded 
to the Bethlehem Iron Co. Twenty-five of the guns were to 
be 8 inches in caliber, fifty 10 inches and the remaining 
twenty-five 12 inches, and in their manufacture the ordnance 
type of guns was to be followed, It is expected that ten of 
the 8-inch guns will be delivered in a short time, and it Is 
probable that when the test of the representative piece 
takes place, the board will attend. The carriage known as 
the second design of the pneumatic disappearing gun car- 
riage was to have been completed June 7 by its manufactur- 
ers, the Pneumatic Gun Carriage & Power Co. It is claimed 
that this carriage can be manipulated by hand, by elec- 
tricity and by pneumatic power, and can be operated by 
hand as well as carriages of the Gordon or Buffington-Cro- 
zier type. 

Experiments will soon be made by the Naval Ordnance 
authorities with a view to increasing the efficiency of the 
proposed battleships. These experiments contemplate firing 
at a structure exactly similar to a section of a ship's side, 
the purpose being to ascertain the effect of impacts of heay 
»rojectiles on the belts of men-of-war. The structure will 
: built at the Norfolk Navy Yard, and will haye the com- 
partments which such a section on board ay 4 contain. It 
will be shipped to the Indian Head Proving Ground, where 
14-inch ballistic plate, representing a group of side armor 
for the battleship Iowa, will be fitted to it. The entire 
structure will first be fired at with the 12-inch gun In order 
to test the plate for acceptance, and it will then be fired at 
with the 1B-ineh gun. he effect of the impacts on the 
structure behind the plates will be Soney observed by the 
ordnance experts, and the knowledge obtained from this 
experience will be applied toward making more efficient the 
new battleships. Another test will be made with armor 
plate bolts to ascertain whether or not they can with good 
effect be shortened. The heavy bolts now used or thick 
armor plate weigh 150 pounds, A bolt, planned by a board 
consisting of Naval Constructors Stahl, Cases and Prof. 
Alger, which has been investigating the methods of fitting 
armor plate, is much shorter, does away with a number of 
the cumbersome contrivances on the present boit, and is 
packed around with oakum to prevent the entrance of water. 
Heavy bolts of this type weigh 50 pounds less than those 
now in service. The entire saving on a battleship would 
probably amount to 25 tons, sufficient for the authorities 1 
be anxious to secure. Bolts of this character will fit armor 
to backing at the Proving Ground. The structure will be 
fired at, and the result of the impacts on the short bolts 
will be obtained.

The officiating clergyman was Rev. Dr. Harding. A re- 
ception followed at the Navy Yard, which was attended 
by a large number of ple prominent in official and 
social circles at the Capital. 

Capt. Robley D. Evans, commanding the cruiser New 
York, asked to be relieved from that vessel upon her 
return from Kiel, but there seems to be no present dis- 
position on the part of the Department to grant his re- 
quest. Strong pressure was brought by his friends to 
bear upon the President and Secretary Herbert to send 
Adml. Ramsay to command the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron, in order that he might be designated as his suc- 
cessor. Now that no vacancy exists in the Bureau of 
Navigation, it is possible that Capt. Evans may desire 
to remain on the New York. He is an applicant for the 
command of the battleship Indiana, when she is placed 
in commission, but if he remains on the New York, his 
tour of duty in the Captain’s grade will expire, and his 
chance of securing this vessel will be much less than if 
he were to be relieved from his present duty now. This 
may influence Capt. Evans to press his request for de- 
tachment. There are many officers on shore duty who 
would be glad to obtain such a fine command as the 
New York, and if her present commander persists in his 
request for detachment, his successor can be chosen 
from a large number of applicants. 

Secretary of War Lament and party, consisting of 
Mrs. Lamont, Quartermaster General Batchelder, Maj.

failed. They were homeless and penniless, and Little 
Bear said it was the duty of the Government to provide 
for them. The Secretary, says a despatch, told the 
Indians that since the income tax law had been declared 
unconstitutional Uncle Sam was short, and he did not 
see how he could help them. Then there was a howl. 
About that time the manager of the Zoo arrived and of- 
fered them an engagement. They asked Mr. Lamont if 
they should accept, and he said yes. In an hour they 
were marching across the Ohio River bridge, and have 
their tepees spread in the Zoo. 

The “Army and Navy Gazette” tells us that the visit 
of some American and Italian warships to Southampton 
has been made the occasion by the civic authorities of 
that ancient city of an entertainment to their officers and 
representatives of Powers with whom this country is 
now on terms of friendship and peace, which we trust 
may long continue. Among the officers of the ships who 
were present at the entertainment were Rear Adml. 
Kirkland, Capt. Shepherd, of the San Francisco; Capt. 
Robley Evans and Comdr. Swift, of the New York; 
Capt. Sumner, of the Columbia; Capt. O'Neill, of the 
Marblehead; Capt. Russell, Marine Corps; Capt. Luigi 
Borgstrom, of the Stromboli; Capt. E. Ruelle, of the 
Etruria; Capt. Conte Lanfranco Carnevale, of the Parte- 
nope. In reply to a speech of welcome from the Mayor 
Adml. Kirkland, in a humorous speech, said that he 
thoroughly appreciated all the Mayor had said about 
Southampton being an attractive place, for since his 
ship had arrived there one-tenth of her company had 
disappeared. Capt. Shepherd, of the San Francisco, also 
replied for the United States officers. Capts. Borgstrom, 
of the Stromboli, and Ruelle, of the Etruria, replied for 
the Italian Navy. The former, remarking upon the long- 
standing sympathy of Great Britain for Italy, said their 
loyal friendship received a further proof by the cordial- 
ity shown on this occasion. He also referred to the 
pleasure which he and his brother officers felt in being 
able at such a pleasant reunion to drink a toast to the 
prosperity of the United States. 


SOUTHERN SERVICE OF THE 
ARTILLERY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In your issue of June 1, the following casual answer 
was given to a very important question to those inter- 
ested: “It cannot be stated when the 3d Art. will have 
a change of station, but as the regiment has only been 
in the South for about two years, it will likely be some 
time yet. When it does move, it will probably be to the 
Pacific coast.” 

The 3d Art. was ordered to the Southern stations De- 
cember, 1892, and one battalion left early in January, 
1893, for the Florida Posts of Key West Barracks and 
Fort Barrancas. In March, 1893, the rest of the regi- 
ment, evcept the Light Batteries, and two batteries sta- 
tioned at Fort Monroe, was ordered to Fort McPherson, 
Ga. In February, 1894, two of the five batteries at Fort 
McPherson were exchanged with one battery sent the 
year before to Key West Barracks. In September, 1894, 
the Garrison of Fort McPherson was again ordered to 
the Gulf Stations, St. Francis Barracks, Fla., and Jack- 
son Barracks, La. Thus the tour of the 3d Art. in the 
South began December, 1892, and, counting by the 
usual length of service in this section of the country, 
ought to expire either on the third anniversary, Decem- 
ber, 1895, or, at the farthest, March, 1896. 

The question of change to the Pacific coast does not 
come up until the fall of 1899 or spring of 1900, so it 
would hardly look fair to keep the only artillery regi- 
ment which has served three tours of duty in the Gulf 
Stations since the war, for more than double the time 
it has been usual to keep troops stationed at malarious 
posts. The Southern service of the 3d Art. has been 
three times as much as that of any of the other artillery 
regiments now on the Northern stations, and they do 
not want to be greedy, but give their fellow-artillerymen 
a show, particularly as to them alone has the Garrison 
of Key West always been open. 

During the tour of the 2d and 4th Art. it was not 
garrisoned, and it cannot be properly described at this 
season of the year; you have to be there to enjoy the 
warm, delightful climate. To us, one and all, the order 
will be hailed with joy that directs us to turn our faces 
northward. At least give the 3d Art. the credit of its 
present service of two years and six months, and allow 
us the cooling thought that we are completing, not 
starting our service here, and in the next change of the 
Key West Garrison would it not be healthier to send 
new people, and not again upset the already much 
mov 3d Art., as no interchange of stations of that 
regiment could be but considered little better than “out 
of the frying pan into the fire.” SERVICE.

30, 1895, promising to pay the sum of $20 ‘in about 10 
days,’ which said promise he failed to keep, and having 
been informed by Culver, by letter, that Culver had sub- 
mitted the matter to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
did, about March 8, i895, at Fort McPherson, address and 
mail a letter to Culver, scurrilous and abusive in this, that 
mntained the words and phrases as follows: ‘This action 
of urs was sneaking, cowardly and underhanded. . . . 
Your line of conduct has departed from the first principles 
of veracity, and has been currish and contemptible,’ the

e accused submitted a special plea in the form of a 
ion to “strike out,”’ which was sustained by the court. 
! reviewing authority, Maj. Gen Miles, says: “The pro- 
lings are disapproved.”’ He proceeds to consider the 
revsons for the action of the court, saying in conclusion: 
“The action of the court amounts to what in civil practice 
illed quashing an indictment, which in that practice Is 
! a matter for a jury, but for a presiding judge to pass 
tipon. The eonduct of the accused, as set forth, has been 
‘eomed by the highest legal military authority, the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Army, to constitute an offense under the 
‘ist Article of War, and action, in accordance with that 
julgment, has been ordered by the Lieutenant General 
Commanding the Army. The pleadings inform the accused 
fully as language can inform him, of what matter he is 
defend, which is all that is required in pleadings before 
irts martial. The. rule laid down by Attorney General 
‘ushing that ‘A specification does not need to possess the 
'echnieal nicety of indictments at the common law. Trials 
hy courts martial are governed by the nature of the serv- 
which demands intelligible precision of language, but 
egards the substance of things rather than their form,’ is 
safe guide for military courts. The summary and arbi- 
rary action In this case, eliminating from consideration the 
matter considered by superior authority sufficient to de- 
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mand adjudication, can but serve to bring military tribunals 
into contempt. The court should proceed to a trial of the 
ease and pronounce judgment upon its merits as they shall 
be made to appear. But little need be added to the forego- 
ing, save an expression of belief that a higher standard of 
honor exists in the Army at large than is found in the 
formal adoption of the declaration that such a communica- 
tion as is described in the pleadings of this case, written 
by an officer to a person to whom he stands indebted for 
borrowed money, is commendable and becoming an officer 
and a gentleman.

The Quartermaster’s Department of the Army is very 
busy at present getting ready for the changes in prop- 
erty accountability, etc., which will go into effect July 
1, under the operations of G. O. 15, A. G. O., March 15, 
1895. The time given to digest the new regulations has 
confirmed many objectors to their practical value. 





Fifteenthousand Government employees are disgusted, 
says a Washington despatch, at the recent decision by 
the highest authority, that they must work until 4 P. M. 
on Saturdays, as well as on the other days of the week. 
A movement is on foot for the organization of an 
“Early Closing Association,” designed to meet the emer- 
gency, but we doubt that it will meet with much suc- 
cess, 


Gen. Coppinger, commanding the Dept. of the Platte, 
will send troops to the Winnebago Indian Reservation 
in case the police force is unable to cope with the 
trouble there, due to eviction of Flournoy tenants. 
Orders to this effect were issued some days ago, but 
have not yet been acted upon. It is thought at the De- 
partment that the controversy will not amount to any- 
thing, and that Gen. enacts will 1 not be called upon. 








Secretary Lamont left Washington on Saturday last 
on a trip combining business and pleasure. He will first 
go to Yellowstone Park, stopping perhaps en route to 
inspect several military posts, and will then make a 
tour of the valley of the Yellowstone. After this trip 
he will probably inspect others of the more important 
military stations, and may extend his trip to San Fran- 
cisco. He is accompanied by Mrs. Lamont and Qmr. 
Gen. Batchelder. It is stated by the friends of the Sec- 
retary that he is paying for the trip out of his own 
pocket, and that it is in no sense a junket at the public 
expense. In the absence of Mr. Lamont, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Doe, who returned to Washington from 
Minnesota the latter part of last week, will act as Sec- 
retary. 


The “efficiency aie” called for by General Orders 
33, A. G. O., May 14, 1895, will soon be in order, and 
upon commanding officers rests a grave responsibility in 
the matter, even if the regulations did not enjoin the 
exercise of “the greatest care to set forth all facts con- 
cerning each officer and his record which may aid the 
Department in forming a true estimate of standing, 
ability, and special fitness for any military duties.”” We 
are led to refer to the matter, as we are informed there 
is a current opinion that some, fortunately not many, 
commanding officers, who do not give these reports the 
personal attention they ought to give, depending upon 
their staff officers to make them up, and relying too 
much, if not entirely, upon the opinions of the staff, in- 
stead of upon their own observations and knowledge. 
This gives room for prejudice on the part of subor- 
dinates to superiors, defeats the purpose of the War 
Department, and works injustice. 


We are glad to see that Bishop Potter, of New York, 
has had the good sense to throw his influence in favor 
of military drill in the public schools. In distributing 
the prizes at St. Austin’s School, Staten Island, he said 
that some people had the idea that if a boy were taught 
to go through his drill and to shoulder a musket, he 
would be only too ready to seek an occasion to use it, or 
that the whole system might develop into one of “‘jingo- 
ism.”” However, the Bishop did not think the danger a 
real one. He thought they had an ever present proof 
with them in New York, in that splendid body of men, 
the 7th Regt., that instead of their military spirit un- 
fitting them for citizenship, it had made them better 
citizens and better men. The Bishop had paid a visit re- 
cently to a woman who often had some of the West 
Point cadets staying at her house. She had remarked 
one thing about her visitors—that they always kept their 
bureau drawers in order. That (with respect and obe- 
dience) struck the keynote of the military system in the 





schools.

In a memorial day address at Newport, R. L, Rear 
Adml. George E. Belknap, U. S. N., drew an interesting 
picture of the condition of things in this country before 
and during the War of the Rebellion. Recalling his 
early sentiments for the surviving heroes of the Revolu- 
tion met in his youth, the Admiral said: “Remembering 
these things, I often wonder when I see the button of 
the Grand Army or the rosette of the Loyal Legion in 
the crowded streets of the town, or in the quieter roads 
of the country, if the children and youth of the present 
day look upon the veterans of the Civil War and their 
incomparable achievements with any sort of feeling akin 
to that I have endeavored to portray as pertaining to 
the Revolutionary fathers and the soldiers and seamerr 
of 1812 and 1815, and their undying work. I fear not, 
and if not, is it not through lack of proper teaching at 
this day, as well as through the general fault of the 
age—too full of the present, too eager of what the mor- 
row may bring forth—to give due heed to the history of 
the past, gather its lessons, profit by its teachings, and 
learn how much of the comfort, the prosperity, the 
promise of the time, are due to the hardships, the sacri- 
fices and the undying endeavor, the constancy, the valor 
and the heroism of those who have gone before.”

The fate of Medical Inspector Edward Kershner, U. 
S. N., is hanging in the balance. Secretary Herbert has 
heard his counsel plead for his retention in the service, 
and is now giving attention to his recommendation, with 
a view to forwarding it to the President. It is now ad- 
mitted by Secretary Herbert that Dr. Kershner was 
found guilty of the charges upon which he was tried 
and sentenced to dismissal. The most heinous of these 
charges—scandalous conduct prejudicial to the discipline 
of the service, involving perjury—was proven to the sat- 
isfaction of the court, it is stated, and it thereupon 
recommended the imposition of the severest sentence al- 
lowed. Dr. Kershner’s counsel appeared before the Sec- 
retary on Thursday last and made an earnest plea in be- 
half of their client. Secretary Herbert took the matter 
under consideration. He expects to forward the case, 
with his recommendation, to the President in a few 
days. That official will probably act upon it at Gray 
Gables, and it is expected that his action will be an- 
nounced from the White House at Washington within 
the next few weeks. The fact of Dr. Kershner’s splen- 
did record has been brought to the attention of both the 
President and Secretary Herbert, and it is believed that 
his bearing during his long naval career will cause the 
Chief Executive to pronounce a lighter sentence than 
that imposed by the court. 
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The graduating exercise of 2d Lieut. L. C. Scherer, at 
the Fort Leavenworth School, was a discussion of the 
“Limitations of the Guard.” The introduction sets forth 
the necessity for a thorough military establishment for 
the United States. It is then argued that since the 
Regular Army, for various reasons, has always been 
kept at the small strength sufficient for purposes of in- 
ternal police, our chief reliance should, it would seem, 
be placed in our militia. It has the advantage of being 
in existenee; it is older than the Constitution; is recog- 
nized by it, and our people have been brought up to re- 
gard the militia as the source of our military strength. 
The National Guard of to-day is, however, defective, al- 
though it has made immense strides in improvement, and 
is still far from constituting such a military establishment 
as our country needs. The drawbacks are next dis- 
cussed, commencing with the urgent need of new legis- 
lation for the militia, and the repeal of antiquated and 
obsolete measures. The requisites of a good military 
force are then taken up in detail, and examples cited to 
show wherein the militia fails. Next follows the discus- 
sion as to the necessity and instruction of the accessory 
forces and special troops. It is pointed out that the 
nilitia is not a National Reserve in the true sense of the 
word, also that the militia itself is lacking in reserves, 
there being no provision whatever for expanding the 
system, except by the addition of separate and inde- 
pendent troops. The system is also faulty in this, that 
is does not make it obligatory on the States to or- 
ganize and support a certain number of militia. The 
present condition of the militia as a national force is 
the result of indifference, rather than of a deliberate or 
intelligent judgment of our needs. We would call the 
attention of Lieut. Scherer to the fact that the recently 
adopted Constitution of New York makes it obligatory 
upon the State to maintain a militia force of not less 
than 10,000. This proviso of the present Constitution is 
is follows: “Article XI., Section 3.—The militia shall be 
organized and divided into such land and naval, and 
tive and reserve forces as the Legislature may deem 
proper, provided, however, that there shall be main- 
ained at all times a force of not less than 10,000 en- 
listed men, fully uniformed, armed and equipped, dis- 
iplined and ready for active service. And it shall be 
he duty of the Legislature at each session to make suf- 
icient appropriation for the maintenance thereof.” <A 
imilar requirement in the Constitution of every State 
or the maintenance of an equivalent force would pro- 
‘ide for a total of over 130,000 men in the United 
‘tates. Such a force, if properly officered, disciplined 
nd instrueted, would be invaluable. But these are very 
arge ifs. What possibility is there of securing proper 
nstruction and discipline among a body of men who are 
Hependent upon civilian employment for their livelihood?

“Comdr. George E. Ide, of the Alert, has been relieved 
of his command, ordered to repair to his home, and 
placed on waiting orders, as a result of charges of dis- 
courtesy and disrespect preferred by Adml. Meade. The 
delay of the Department in acting in this case has been 
due to it having forwarded to Comdr. Ide a copy of the 
charges filed against him,and awaiting his reply thereto.” 
This was the significant statement given out by the 
Navy Department on Monday last. The Journal stated 
recently that the Department had practically decided to 
relieve Comdr. Ide on Admiral Meade’s charges. The 
charges were the result of the visit of Assistant Secre- 
tary McAdoo and the Admiral to Panama at the time 
the North Atlantic Squadron was at Colon. These of- 
ficials went to the Grand Hotel, where they found 
Comdr. Ide. According to Adml. Meade, Comdr. Ide 
failed to salute him, and when taxed with this violation 
of naval etiquette, stated that he had given the usual 
salute. Thereupon the Admiral told Comdr. Ide that he 
would prefer charges against him. It is positively stat- 
ed at the Department that so far as the authorities are 
concerned, this will end the incident. Reports have been 
circulated that Comdr. Ide will be court-martialled upoi 
his return, but there seems to be no foundation for 
them. When he is back in this country he will repair to 
his home on waiting orders. Comdr. Franklin Hanford, 
his relief, will leave New York, en route to Panama, 
July 1. —_ _ ; 

Assistant Secretary McAdoo is now engaged in in- 
specting the naval militia of the various Atlantic sea- 
board States. He left Washington on Friday last, ac- 
companied by Mrs. McAdoo and Lieut. Niblack, on 
board the Dolphin. He first inspected the naval militia 
of Maryland at Baltimore, and then went to Wilming- 
ton, N. C. It is his present intention to inspect the 
militia organizations of Pennsylvania, New York, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and Massachusetts. It is pos- 
sible, however, that his programme may be cut short, 
and that he will go only to New York and New London. 
A high official of the Department, in speaking of Mr. 
McAdoo’s trip, said: “At present each State selects its 
own time for its annual drill, and as these outings are 
irregular as to time, the only way they can be inspected 
on one trip is to go to the headquarters of the organiza- 
tions themselves. It is naturally stimulating to the or- 
ganizations to have their headquarters visited by a na- 
tional ship, and to feel that they have the distinct per- 
sonal interest of the heads of the Navy Department. 
The visit, therefore, is productive of more good if made 
on a dispatch boat than to go by inland ways. The 
length of the cruise will depend upon circumstances, but 
Mr. McAdoo will return here at any rate in the early 
part of July, and will remain at the Department from 
that on during the summer in the absence of Mr. Her- 
bert.”

The North Atlantic Squadron has a new Commander 
in Chief in Commo. Francis M. Bunce, one of the best 
officers of his grade, and selected because of his sterling 
qualities. He will hoist his flag on the cruiser Cincin- 
nati on the 27th inst., and upon the return of the New 
York from Europe will transfer it to that vessel. The 
detail of this officer to this important billet was an- 
nounced by Secretary Herbert on Wednesday morning. 
He had a conference with Commo. Bunce just after he 
came to his office and tendered him the command, which 
was immediately accepted. Shortly before 4 o'clock 
Adml. Ramsay personally handed to the Commodore his 
orders, and he is now engaged in making preparations 
for assuming his new duties. The Journal stated last 
week that the Secretary was considering the advisabil- 
ity of refusing Adml. Ramsay’s application to be ordered 
to the command of the North Atlantic Squadron. Upon 
his return to Washington on Saturday it became known 
that he found Adml. Ramsay too valuable in his present 
position as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation to be dis- 
pensed with, and that he had definitely decided to retain 
him there. It followed as a matter of course that the bil- 
let lay between Commos. Selfridge and Bunce, with the 
chances in favor of the latter. Commo. Selfridge, the 
Secretary holds, is needed more in his present position 
than he would be at sea, but the probabilities are that 
this officer will be the next flag officer to be ordered to 


sea. 


Secretary Herbert is considering a programme of 
manceuvres for the North Atlantic Squadron which will 
be most extensive in character. It will be carried out in 
northern waters, along the coasts of the United States 
and Canada, in conjunction with the course in progress 
at the Naval War College. Such a programme was in 
preparation some months ago, but the arrangements 
were brought to a stop by the relief of Adml. Meade. 
It is the intention of the Secretary to witness the 
manceuvres, and he will probably do it from the deck of 
the dispatch boat Dolphin. Nine vessels, including the 
New York, Minneapolis, Columbia, Atlanta, Raleigh, 
Cincinnati, Montgomery, Maine and Texas, are expected 
to participate in the exercises. The Maine and Texas 
will be placed in commission, it is thought, about Aug. 1. 


No orders for the movements of troops will probably 
be issued until after the return of Secretary Lamont, 
the latter part of July, from his present inspection tour. 
Before his departure the Secretary gave no instructions, 
so far as can be learned, regarding orders transferring 
troops, and it is not believed that he will send telegraphic 
orders. The recommendations made by Lieut. Gen. 
Schofield, before his departure, are still lying on his 
desk, and upon his return he will probably give them 
serious consideration. By that time it is expected that 
Gen. Schofield will be in Washington, so that he ahd 
the Secretary can personally consult about this im- 
portant matter. What the recommendations of Gen. 
Schofield are cannot be ascertained, but it is believed 
they involve extensive changes. 


An officer at Fort Robinson, Neb., says: “We regret 
exceedingly that you were not with us on Tuesday last, 
that you might have witnessed a magnificent review and 
inspection of the ‘9th Horse’ before Gen. Schofield and 
the Department Commander. We are all satisfied with the 
display made, and have reason to believe that the Lieu- 
tenant General of the Army and Department Com- 
mander were also favorably impressed.” 


The vacancy now existing in the office of President 
of the Examining and Retiring Board will be filled 
probably by the selection of Commo. McNair, a member 
of the same board. 


We take the following from an interesting letter 
just received from a veteran of two wars, 1st Lieut. 
Thos. B. Briggs, U, 8. A., retired. Lieut. Briggs served 
in the 4th Ill. Vols. during the war with Mexico, and 
with the Ist and 3d R. I. Inf. during the War of the 
Rebellion: 

It has been some years since I have reported to your pa- 
per. It reaches me on the Monday morning mail of each 
week. Everything is laid aside until its contents are read 
and digested, and if I was a good writer or newspaper cor- 
respondent I would at least compliment you upon the largest 
share of the editorials on various subjects I find in them; 
also I see the comments of different officers on the matter 
of the new uniform, and not all of them to my satisfaction. 
I think that when the drum and the brass buttons on the 
uniform were abolished from the Army, a great deal of the 
old-time military spirit went with the change. I may be 
old-fashioned, but I like to hear the rattle of the drum and 
see the shining button of old. In our little city on Memorial 
Day we had quite a long procession, composed of the local 
military company (K, 5th Regt., Illinois N. G.), Boys’ Bible 
Brigade, old veterans and about 300 school children, with 
a brass band, marched to the city park containing the 
soldiers’ monument, where the customary exercises were 
held; thence to the hall, where an excellent oration was de- 
livered; singing by the school children; a tambourine*drill 
by a class of the high school, ten in number, which was 
first class, and other exercises rounding up the day in a 
proper manner and befitting the occasion. I yenture to say 
that few processions were marshalled on that day by a 
veteran of two wars. I had that honor and was very proud 
of being selected for the occasion, as it was from this very 
town that I went to the Mexican War, nearly 50 years ago, 
carrying a flint-lock musket for 12 months for my good old 
“Uncle Sam,”’ and under the command of that statesman 
and general, then Col. Edward D,. Baker, later Senator 
from Oregon, 


Concerning the gossip coming from Washington as to the 
prospective assignments of Maj. Gens. Miles and Ruger, the 
Washington correspondent of the San Francisco “Report” 
says: “The intentions of the President in tais matter had 
scarcely been made known in an unofficial way when there 
went out from this city a flood of apparently inspired sug- 
gestions, reflections and innuendoes, all based upon the 
hypothesis that Gen. Ruger's call to Washington was in- 
tended by the Executive as an indirect slap at Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles; that the President was unkindly disposed toward 
the General commanding ihe Department of the Bast as 
the result of certain sayings and doings of the latter at the 
time of the labor troubles In Chicago last year, and that 
Ruger’s summons to the Capital was simply a prelude to plac- 
ing him at the head of the Army upon Gen. Schofield’s re- 
tirement next fall, thus ignoring the claims of Gen. Miles 
to the highest promotion within his reach. Nobody took 
the trouble at the time to either affirm or deny that this 
was the President's motive, because official circles have 
had previous experience with the same kind of whining. It 
is said that this preliminary hubbub was traced to a source 
which might have made it—had the machinery been put in 
motion—a first edition of the Meade episode; but, however 
this may be, it is certain at least that no sooner had the 
Administration made it manifest that it would tolerate no 
insubordination in the form of unfavorable comment, dl- 
rectly or Indirectly, from the members of either branch of 
the public service, than a padlock was placed on the doors 
of the ‘literary bureau.’ "

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


It is reported at Washington that a steam launch be- 
longing to the Columbia blew up at Kiel and injured 
four men. 

The torpedo boat Cushing, in a run from New York to 
Newport, on June 17, is reported to have made an_aver- 
age speed of 15 knots an hour under one boiler, Lieut. 
Fletcher will remain in command till Aug. 1, when 
Lieut. Roy C. Smith will be ordered to relieve him. 

A dispatch from Hamburg, June 15, says that five 
sailors from the American warship Marblehead, at that 
port, overstayed their shore leave, and resisted arrest by 
the police. The policemen were reinforced and suc- 
ceeded in capturing the sailors, but not until two of the 
officers had been more of less seriously injured. 

The U. S. S. Essex, which has been laying in the 
North River at New York for some time, arrived at the 
Navy Yard, Brooklyn, on June 18. She will be ex- 
amined by a Board of Survey preparatory to undergoing 
some repairs. Comdr. I’. Hanford, A. D. C. to Commo. 
Sicard, leaves the yard next week, en route to the Pacific 
Station, where he takes command of the Alert. 

A earrier pigeon from the Monongahela reached the 
Naval Academy on Friday last, stating that she was, 
at 9 A. M. on that day, 102 miles off Cape Henry, 
progressing favorably and that all were well. Messages 
from this ship have been received daily at the Academy 
since her departure, over distances ranging from 50 to 
300 miles. 

The torpedo boat Ericsson ran 
Sound twenty-five miles on June 14, 
machinery being reported as working 
ix said to have made a speed averaging 
with propellors working 320 revolutions; 
mum. It is believed she will easily win 
she has her trial run. 

Advices from the Norfolk (Va.) Navy Yard this week 
announce that the finishing touches on the battleship 
Texas are being made, and the vessel is about ready for 
her trial trip. The old monitor Wyandotte is still being 
made ready to proceed to Brooklyn. The Minneapolis 
is yet to go in the dry dock to have her bottom over- 
hauled and repainted. She is yet in the hands of the 
joiners. 

The Board on Naval Construction at its last few meet- 
ings, has been considering the question of flag and other 
otlicers’ quarters for the Texas and Iowa. Commo. Mat- 
thews, chief of the board, ran over to Philadelphia, and 
after examining the Iowa, drew a plan, which the board 
accepted. Adml. Ramsay went to Norfolk to see the 
Texas, and his suggestions as to the arrangement of the 
vessel’s cabins were adopted. 

Capt. William C. Wise, commanding the Amphitrite, 
visited Washington on Monday, June 17, and made an 
informal report to Adml. Ramsay. He said that the ves- 
sel showed up remarkably well for her first trip. He 
suggested several minor alterations in the vessel, which 
will be considered. The Amphitrite will remain in 
Hampton Roads until June 20, when she will undergo 
her official inspection by the Board of Inspection and 
Survey. 

Secretary Herbert has not yet made a contract with 
Mr. Lee, the inventor of the Lee arm, adopted for Navy 
service. Everything was progressing smoothly to this 
end, when the Lee Small Arms Company claimed that 
the royalty should be paid to them and not to Mr. Lee. 
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The Department is anxiously waiting for the controvers, 
to be settled, so that it can arrange for the manufacty,, 
of the arms. A contract will be postponed until the mat. 
ter is cleared up, in order to avoid including the Govyerp. 
ment in the controversy. ‘ 


Navy Department officials say the report that th 
Olympia is top-heavy is absurd. Official reports receiyg, 
from that vessel show her to be extremely stable. Ty 
board which examined this vessel for acceptance stata 
that her metacentric height was perfect, and that ther 
was no danger of top-heaviness. Naval Constructy; 
Daniel W. Taylor, on duty as assistant to the Chi 
Naval Constructor, was at Mare Island while thy, 
Olympia was tried, and he stated that she is one of th 
most stable ships in service. 

Chief Naval Constructor Hichborn will lay the plang 
for the new battleships, prepared with the genera! fegy.

It has been found that no increase of weigh 
whatever results from the substitution of doubl 
deck turrets for single turrets, distributed under thp 
original plan prepared by the Construction Bureau. 

The cruiser Montgomery arrived at Colon June 17 
with the United States Engineer Commission, which hgs 
been inspecting the Nicaragua Canal route. The visit oj 
the commission to Panama is to examine the amount of 
canal work already accomplished there and the conditiyy 
of the machinery plant. It is understood the comiissioy 
has practically completed its labors in Nicaragua, api 
desires to take advantage of the actual excavation of thp 
French company in Panama as a guide in checking of 
the estimates as to the cost of the Nicaraguan project, 
The members also wish to learn whether the dredges 
and other tools and buildings in Panama are worth buy- 
ing for use in Nicaragua. 1 

The Olympia will succeed the Baltimore as flagship 
of the Asiatic Station. This has been definitely decide! 
upon by the Department. She will take out a draft of 
men for distribution among the ships attached to the 
Asiatic Station, and, under present intentions, wil! re. 
main out there for her full term of three years. The 
Baltimore will return to the United States when re 
lieved by the Olympia, and will bring back with her the 
men whose terms of enlistment have, or are about ty 
expire. This method of transferring men is considerably 
cheaper than that of sending them out by steamer, and 
was adopted for this consideration. The Olympia wil 
stop at Honolulu en route. 

fhe U. S. practice cruiser Bancroft left Annapolis 
June 17, for Fort Jefferson, L. I1., to receive the cutter 
yacht Medusa from the heirs of Robert Center, the New 
York clubman, who was killed several weeks ago while 
bicycle riding. Lieut. David Daniels, with a crew of 
three cadets and five seamen from the Bancroft, will 
navigate the Medusa to Annapolis, where the cutter 
will be useful in giving the cadets their first exercises in 
seamanship. From Port Jefferson the Bancroft will go 
to the Newport News Shipbuilding Works to enabk 
the engineer cadets aboard to inspect the gunboats un 
der construction there, and will subsequently visit the 
Cramps’ Yard at Philadelphia and the New York Navy 
Yard. 

A difficulty arises in the assignments of Naval Cadets 
of the line division to the Engineer Corps of the Navy, 
owing to a decision of the Attorney General that the 
recommendation of the Academic Board is required for 
such assignments. Many of the surplus graduates 
failed to secure this recommendation. There are only 
twenty-one vacancies in the line with another in pros 
pect. Several of the line Cadets have been found phy- 
sically defective and may be rejected. Unless some way 
is found out of the dilemma, however, quite a number 
will be discharged with one years’ pay. Secretary Her 
bert and Admiral Ramsay are conferring about the 
matter, and they are hopeful that something can hk 
done to arrange matters satisfactorily. 

Offcial reports of the trial of one of the Texas’ torpedd 
boats, conducted in the waters near Norfolk, state that 
the results anticipated were not secured. These boats 
are designed to operate from the Texas as a base, and 
were built to obtain 150 horse-power and a speed of li 
knots. The reports state that the horse-power developed 
was 146, but it is believed that 180 can be secured. The 
speed obtained was only 13 knots. An investigation of 
the low speed was made, and it was found that in orde 
to get the boats into the space allotted to them on the 
Texas’ decks, it had been necessary to make them five 
feet shorter and nine inches broader than their original 
plans called for. Another trial of the boats will be hell 
within a few days under the direction of Adml. Brow), 
Naval Constructor Bowles and Chief Engineer Dunga®. 
Better results are expected from the torpedo boats of 
the Maine, which will be tried in Long Island Souné, 
probably next week. 

The failure of Congress to appropriate money for the 
support of the additional 1,000 men it authorized for tl 
Navy, has determined Secretary Herbert to enlist only # 
sufficient number to place two or three vessels in col 
mission. Six hundred is the number of enlistments he ba 
limited the Bureau of Navigation to, and even with thi 
small forcea deficiency will have to be reported to the nest 
Congress. These men will be used to make up the crews 
the battleships Maine and Texas, which will be place 
in commission about Aug. 1. It is expected that th 
Lancaster will be ready to go into commission abot 
the same time as the battleships, and the Departmet 
will have to use its dragnet to obtain men for this ve 
sel’s crew. The ram Katahdin, the torpedo bet 
Ericsson, the Marion and the Boston are expected to ® 
ready next fall for commissioning, but they will prob 
ably have to remain tied up to docks until the Depart 
ment obtains men for them.

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LIEUT. WISE’S BICYCLE RIDE. 


Second Lieut. H. D. Wise, 9th U. S. Inf., has just 

completed a remarkably meritorious bicycle ride, in 
which he showed much* enterprise and soldierly deter- 
mination. The ride was from Madison Barracks to the 
ier of the Governor’s Island boat, at the Battery, New 
York City. The time was three and one-half days, the 
jirect distance being 397 miles. The actual distance 
wvered was 418 miles, and this was the distance re- 
corded by the cyclometer. Lieut. Wise had six hours 
sleep during the ride, and was on his bicycle, all told, 54 
jours out of the 84 hours During this journey he found 
the new forage cap a most cool and comfortable head- 
jress, never once falling off, and caused no headache. 
Previous to undertaking the ride Lieut. Wise underwent 
no special training or preparation, and was on duty up 
to the day of starting. Uunder these circumstances his 
achievements are all the more creditable, and it demon- 
strates the value of physical culture gained while at 
West Point. This training is an important one, and 
should always receive the greatest consideration. 

The idea of this practical test with the bicycle orig- 
inated with Lieut. Col. J. Kline, 9th Inf., who thought 
it might be useful. On June 9 he gave orders to Lieut. 
Wise to proceed with a despatch from Madison Bar- 
racks, and to deliver it to the Adjutant General, Dept. 
of the East, at Governor’s Island, New York City. The 
order required that he should proceed with all possible 
haste consistent with the object of the experiment, bear- 
ing in mind that arriving in good condition would be 
preferable to great speed, followed by exhaustion. Pri- 
vate Weed, of Co. F, 9th Inf., was detailed as Lieut. 
Wise’s orderly for the trip. The despatch was received 
from Col. Kline in person, and he was present at the 
start at 5:05 Sunday A. M., June 9. Both men rode the 
Spalding bieyecle, the weight of the wheel which Lieut. 
Wise rode was 19 pounds, and the weight of Private 
Weed’s wheel was 22 Ibs. They were required to carry a 
weight equal to the soldier’s equipment and rifle, about 
» lbs. Upon the handle bars was a roll of clothing, 
and beneath the cantle of the saddle; strapped to the 
rear fork was a roll of under clothing and other neces- 
sary articles, and strapped to the backbone of the wheel 
was 2 tool bag containing the necessary repairing out- 
ft. A haversack contained a supply of concentrated 
food, such as beef extract and malted milk. Both men 
wore & regular campaign uniform and leggins. Lieut. 
Wise wore the new regulation forage cap, and Private 
Weed wore the campaign hat. The first stop after leav- 
ing Madison Barracks was Booneville, N. Y., where 
they took dinner. From Booneville they went by way of 
Black River, proceeding by the stage road to Rome, and 
thence to Utiea, arriving about 6:50 P. M. Towards the 
end of the day the foothills of the Adirondacks were 
encountered, and it was decided to stay over night at 
Vtiee. Leaving Utica at dawn, Lieut. Wise and his 
orderly lost their route, and rode about 7 miles out of 
their way, having to return to Utica, where they again 
proceeded by way of Herkimer to Fonda. There they 
were foreed to stop on account of the heat of the sun. 
Leaving Fonda, they went by way of the towpath to 
Amsterdam, and thence by way of the towpath to 
Schenectady, and from thence took the stage road to 
Albany. This road was rendered unridable by the heat 
of the sun, and foreed the party to stop at a road house, 
andaftera brief rest they started for Albany, where they 
arrived on June 11. From Albany they took the river 
road to Seodack Landing, thence to Stockport, passing 
Hudson at 10 A. M. From Hudson, en route to Blue 
Store, they were again forced to stop on account of the 
heat of the sun, and left Blue Store at 3 P. M. for 
Poughkeepsie, by way of the Post Road. At 3:10 an 
accident was met with which damaged Private Weed’s 
wheel. The accident occurred at Claremont, Columbia 
(‘o. Lieut. Wise was at the time setting the pace, riding 
on the left hand side of the road, Private Weed follow- 
ing about thirty feet behind on the right hand side of 
the road. They overtook a wagon driven by a farmer, 
who was probably half asleep; as they passed by the 
wagon the horse shied across the road, and Private 
Weed's Wheel stuck between the wheels of the wagon 
ind he was thrown from his wheel, the rear wheels of 
the wagon passing over both wheels of his bicycle, com- 
letely wreeking it. After satisfying himself that his 
machine was damaged beyond immediate repair, Lieut. 
Wise proceeded on alone, ordering Private Weed to take 
= train and report to the Post Adjutant at Governor's 
sland 

Lieut. Wise arrived at Poughkeepsie about dusk, and 
reached Fishkill at midnight, and at daybreak arrived 
at Garrisons, having been forced to ride all night with- 
out rest on account of the delay due to the accident and 
the heat of the sun. He arrived at Peekskill at 9 A. M. 
on June 12, and here he was delayed about four hours 
repairing the damage done his machine by a man, while 
he was eating lunch. He arrived at Kingsbridge at 
30, and reached Governor’s Island ferry at 9 P. M., 
riding through the streets being difficult on account of 
the heavy traffic. On the morning of June 13 Lieut. 
Wise reported in person to the Adjutant General and 
the General commanding the Department for inspection 
of wheel and baggage. Lieut. Wise, when seen relative 
to his ride, modestly said: “I consider it no better than 
the average. We were not troubled with rain, but the 
roads were so heavy with dust, sun and rocks that a 
rain would have helped rather than retarded my time. 
‘er the whole distance the roads were hilly, crossing 
the foothills of both the Adirondacks and the Catskills, 
ind the weather exceedingly sultry, so that we were 
thoked with the dust and burned with the sun. There- 
fore, | believe that this trip may be considered a fair 
criterion of what is to be expected of the bicycle under 
ordinary ecireumstances. Regarding the bicycle, I was 
berfectly satisfied with the machine, forcing it through 
the roughest roads without slackening my gait, and 
heavily londed as it was with dead weight. It is a mys- 
tery to me how a 19-pound wheel could stand the strain 
without an accident due to the riding. Of 
the accident to Private Weed’s wheel is one that 
ippen to the strongest wheel.”

NEW ARMY REGULATIONS. 
Secretary Lamont formally approved, on June 15, the 


Revised Army Regulations. Proofs have been sent to 
the several staff departments for criticisms of, and if

tions, the work of indexing the new volume will be pro- 
ceeded with. There will be considerable new matter in 
the new book, though there will be no radical departures 
from the regulations now in vogue, as amended by ord- 
ers which have been issued from time to time, except in 
the case of some of the staff departments. Nearly every 
paragraph in the old regulations has been changed, some 
with a view to improvement in phraseology, others for 
the purpose of condensation, and others to meet the 
views of the board and the Secretary. The new book 
will be about five-sixths as large as the present volume. 
The feature relating to uniforms will be left out entire- 
ly, and it is understood that the Department contem- 
plates the revision of these regulations, and the publica- 
tion of a separate volume. Much of the matter referring 
to the operations of the staff departments will be issued 
in separate volumes. 

To prevent friction between staff departments, the new 
regulations very carefully define the scope of the work 
and jurisdiction of each department. No material 
changes have been made in the present duties, but they 
have been so well defined that there will be hereafter no 
mistaking what each department will have to do. The 
difficulty regarding the manner of issuing instructions to 
inspectors, about which so much has been said, has been 
solved by a paragraph stating in effect that the Secre- 
tary of War will issue orders to these officers through 
such mediums as he may deem desirable. This is con- 
strued to mean that the orders will continue to be issued 
through the Adjutant General, except in extremely con- 
fidential cases, when the Secretary may issue orders di- 
rect, either verbally or by letter. The recent changes 
in the methods of recruiting have caused a complete 
overhauling of the regulations on this subject. Accord- 
ing to the new regulations each and every military post 
will hereafter be considered a recruiting station. The 
regulations regarding the new system to be placed in 
vogue for the Pay Corps, state in effect, that there shall 
be monthly payments, and that the men may be paid 
by check or currency, as they may desire. The funds are 
to be sent out to the different posts by express, and the 
commandants of posts will deliver to the men the en- 
velopes containing their money. 

A paragraph which will excite some comment is that 
which prohibits the issue of general orders of eulogy in 
eases of living officers. This, it is supposed, will do away 
with the practice which now prevails of issuing orders of 
this character upon retirements. Another paragraph of 
some importance is that which seeks to prevent attempts 
to influence legislation. This paragraph distinctly de- 
clares that all communications in the interest of legisla- 
tion must be forwarded through proper military chan- 
nels. As previously stated in the Journal, a change has 
been made in the size of the flag used by regiments.

Capt. William Russell Pease, U. S. A., retired, who 
died at Wallingford, Conn., June 7, 1895, was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1855, appointed to 
the infantry, and in 1861, when the war broke out, was 
Captain of the 7th Inf. In August, 1862, he was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 117th N. Y. Vols., and rendered 
gallant service in the field. On Aug 28, 1863, he was 
placed on the retired list “for disability resulting from 
long and faithful service and disease contracted in the 
line of duty.” To the close of the war he continued to 
render excellent service as mustering officer, ete. For 
gallantry at Suffolk, Va., May 4, 1863, he received the 
brevet of Major and Lieutenant Colonel in the Regular 
Army, and Brigadier General of Volunteers “for gallant 
and meritorious services, and faithful and meritorious 
services connected with the mustering out and disband- 
ing of the volunteer armies of the U. 8.”" From January 
te December, 1867, he was chief mustering and disburs- 
ing ofticer of the State of New York. Had Capt. Pease 
lived until July 8 next he would have reached his sixty- 
fourth birthday. 

Col. Richard Irving Dodge, U. S. A., a gallant and 
very popular oflicer, died, suddenly, of apoplexy June 
16, at Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., his favorite place of 
residence since his retirement from active service while 
in command of the 9th Inf., at Madison Barracks. The 
deceased officer was born May 19, 1827, in North Caro- 
lina, entered the Military Academy from that State in 
18#4, was graduated in 1848, and appointed to the 8th 
Inf. For several years he had his full share of arduous 
frontier duty, was Adjutant of his regiment, 1854--55, 
and on May 3, 1861, attained the rank of Captain. 
During the war he rendered efficient and valuable serv- 
ice, and was Assistant Inspector of the 4th Army Corps 
with rank of Lieutenant Colonel, in the early part of 
1863. He was promoted Major, 12th Inf., in 1864, and 
brevetted Lieutenant Colonel for his meritorious and 
faithful services. In 1869 he was promoted Lieutenant 
Col. 23d Inf., and for several years after that his mili- 
tary life was one series of dangerous and hard service 
against hostile Indians, from which he achieved a high 
reputation. He was A. D. C. to Gen. Sherman in 1881 
and 1882, and on June 26 of the latter year was promot- 
ed Colonel of the 11th Inf., and returned to duty in the 
line. On May 19, 1891, his sixty-fourth birthday, he was 
placed on the retired list. Col. Dodge, of literary tastes 
and keen observation, wrote three excellent works based 
on practical experience, entitled “Plains of the Great 
West,” “Black Hills,” and “Our Wild Indians,” besides

others of minor importance. There was a military fu- 
neral at Sackett’s Harbor, under the direction of Lieut. 
Col. Kline, 9th Inf., commanding at Madison Barracks, 
after which the remains were taken to Washington, D. 
5., for interment at the Arlington National Cemetery. 





MILITARY INSTRUCTION IN SCHOOLS. 


Reports made by officers who have inspected military 
schools throughout the country are being received at the 
War Department. So far seventy-eight have come in, 
and the remaining twenty-six are expected within the 
next few weeks. hey will then be submitted to the Sec- 
retary. The reports so far received show that the mili- 
tary feature of the institutions inspected is a most im- 
portant factor in its development. The people of the 
country are beginning to see the necessity of militar 
training for their boys, and are sending them to sue 
schools as teach this science. The reports show a de- 
cided improvement in the inspections of the cadets, and 
un increase at most of the military schools in the num- 
ber of their scholars. 

An interesting comparison has been made between the 
work of officers on the active list acting as instructors, 
and that of retired officers on the same duty. It shows 
that the system of relieving these officers every few 
years has a bad effect upon the military features of the 
schools, and this is done away with by the employment 
of retired officers. Three reports have been received 
about retired officers, two made by Lieut. Col. Vroom. 
One of these is in relation to his inspection of the Bishop 
Seabury Mission, at Faribault, Minn., where Lieut. A. 
T. Abbott, retired, is the instructor. Col. Vroom states 
that great credit is due to the instructor for the excel- 
lent condition of his department. The battalion of cadets 
at this institution, Col. Vroom says, is the finest he has 
ever had the pleasure of inspecting. There are 148 ca- 
dets in Lieut. Abbott's department. The Iowa State Nor- 
mal School, another college inspected by Col. Vroom, 
has, as its Military Professor, Lieut. W. A. Dinwiddie, 
retired. The strength of his department is 194, an in- 
crease of 12 per cent. during the year. Very good re- 
sults, Col. Vroom reports, have been obtained from this 
department. He considers Lieut. Dinwiddie’s work to 
be of a very good character. Lieut. W. R. Dunton, re- 
tired, is the Military Professor at the Ohio State Mili- 
tary Institute, and he has charge of 28 cadets. He is 
compensated by the college at the rate of $1,000 per an- 
num, and, in addition to his military duties, has a class 
in history. The report of the inspection of this college 
commends Lieut. Dunton, and reports his department to 
be in excellent condition. The small enrollment is placed 
to the credit of the financial depression. High praise is ° 
also given to officers on the active list, serving as in- 
structors. One of the most flattering reports is that 
made about the inspection of the South Carolina Mili- 
tary Academy, at which Lieut. J. M. Jenkins, 5th Cav., 
is instructor. Maj. Garlington, the Inspector General, 
who inspected this institution, speaks in a highly com- 
mendatory fashion of the military department, and of 
the talent displayed by Lieut. Jenkins in imparting his 
knowledge to the students under him. 


OPENING OF THE KIEL CANAL. 

The ceremonial attending the opening of the Kiel Canal 
on June 20 was made as imposing as possible. The weather 
was perfect. At 3 o'clock the German dispatch boat Grille 
was sent as a scout through the canal, examining the banks 
and locks and taking soundings to see that everything was 
right. The Hohenzollern, with Emperor William Il. and 
the imperial party, followed at 4 A. M., breaking in her pas- 
sage the cord stretched across the entrance to the canal 
thus symbolically freeing the passage. Next followed the 
Kaiser-Adler, Kaiser Wilhelm II. (N. G. Lloyd), the Len- 
sahn, Osborn, Savoy, Trabaut, Augusta Victoria, Columbia, 
Rhaetia oo oo IAne), Trave (N. G. Lloyd.) The 
warships steamed through in this order: Grille, Arethusa, 
Surcouf, Grosiastchy, Knsenada, Kdda, Viking, Marblehead, 
Mircea, Hecla, Alkmaar. The rear of the procession was 
brought up by the Turkish yacht Fevaid. 

On board the Marblehead were Adml. Kirkland and staff, 
Capt. Evans, Capt. Shepard, the lieutenants, ensigns and 
marine officers from each ship of the American squadron; 
the Rey. Mr. Tripp, chaplain of the San Francisco; Mr. 
Louis H. Moore, representing the United Press, and the fleet 
surgeon and fleet paymaster. The Marblehead flew the 
Stars and Stripes from her foremast, an immense ensign 
astern, and the German imperial standard from the main- 
mast. Capt. Kohlmann was on board of her, representing 
the German Admiralty. Everywhere along the route the 
American vessel was received with the greatest enthusiasm. 
The Marblehead is very popular, owing to the fact that her 
,0ssible courtesy to visitors, and 
on the evening before, while waiting at the entrance of the 
canal, she was cheered by the occupants of hundreds of 
steam and electric launches and thousands of people on 
shore. As the vessel passed through the locks, a double line 
of soldiers belonging to a line regiment were on the pier © 
and saluted the American flag, standing at “‘attention."’ The 
crowds cheered and waved fandkerch efs and hats as the 
Marblehead passed slowly along, running at about six knots 
per hour, and making few ripples. Groups of people were 
gathered at every kilometer. They always cheered and sang. 
They often attempted to sing American songs. Great enthu- 
soem was everywhere excited by the sight of the Stars and 
Stripes. 

There were infantry pickets at every hamlet and hussars at 
the larger places. All saluted the Marblehead and the other 
vessels. The American warship had a magnificent reception at 
Rendsburg. Here there are three swing-bridges. On the 
approach to one of them was a band that played “Home, 
Sweet Home" as the Marblehead passed. Salutes were ex- 
changed with the officers ashore, the warship dipping the 
Admiral’s flag. The third bridge is in front of a great bar- 
racks, 

Several times during the day English expressions about 
America were shouted from the shore. Near Holtenau a man 
led the cheering by calling for “Three cheers for the Red 
‘White and Blue.” 
thusiasm. ~ 

The Marblehead reached Holtenau at 8:30. The greetings 
given her were of the most cordial character, and the band 
played “Yankee Doodle.”” The cruiser had a tremendous re- 
ception when she wae in the lock. On leaving the lock she 
fired a salute. She then went to her anchorage. The Ad- 
miral and all the officers were in full dress entiorm. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II. grounded, but was gotten off with- 
out damage. Other vessels touched bottom, the Viking, the 
Edda and Grosiastchy, which lost one of her propeller 
blades. A tug behind the Marblehead went to the assiat- 
ance of the stranded vessels. A strong wind was blowing, 
and as the Marblehead could not go ahead she was in a 
ticklish position. Then followed some smart work. Two 
boats were hastily lowered and lines were taken to the wind- 
ward bank and made fast to telegraph poles. The plan was 
useless, however, for the wind etet the cruiser off, and 
as she drifted she a the poles out of the ground. 
She was forced to cast off her lines, and then, helpless, she 
grounded on the leeward side of the canal. Large crowds 
watched the manoeuvres of the Marblehead, but were un- 
able to assist her. The Roumania gunboat Mircea came up 
with the Marblehead and pas her at 3:45 A ro- 
test was made against this, and she stopped. Thirt callore 
in boats attempted to pull the Marblehead off with lines, 
but this was unsuccessful, and then the engines were started 
geaty astern. The cruiser moved and soon got free, amid 
the cheers of the crowd ashore. 

The London “Daily News” has a special dispatch lauding 
the United States warships as the only ones at Kiel havin 
anything bright about them, owing to their being paint 
white, with yellow funnels and air pipes. Their slender, 
elegant forms excite general admiration. Next to them the 
British vessels were the most praised.

NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


The 14th season for the camp of instruction New York, 
near Peekskill, will begin this week, Saturday, June 22, 
with the 7th Regt., Col. Appleton, opening the camp.

BICYCLES ACROSS COUNTRY. 

The bicycle corps of the Northwestern Military Academy, 
of Highland Park, Ill, have just concluded an interesting 
experiment in a cross-country run on bicycles of 500 miles. 
The corps of 17 cadets, ranging in age from 14 to 19, left 
the academy at Highland Park, Ill, in charge of Maj. R. P. 
Davidson, Thursday, May 30. They carried with them arms, 
tents, blankets, a change of underclothing and cooking uten- 
sils. Their tents were the regulation Army dog tents. They 
camped each night throughout the trip, every man in the 
corps doing one hour’s guard duty during the night. Suffi- 
clent bicyele parts were taken to repair any break which 
might occur on the road. The average weight carried by 
each cadet was 30 pounds, which would be the maximum 
ever carried in service. The corps used 25-pound Sterling 
bicycles, fitted with M. & W. quick repair pneumatic tires. 
With ‘the exception of one day the cadets had a strong 
head wind to contest against, and the thermometer ranged 
above 95 almost every day, which, with the excessive dust, 
and the fact that the cadets had had but two weeks train- 
ing made the run an unusually hard one. But with all these 
odds against them they averaged 61 miles a day, and the 
one day the wind was with them they made 83. A test was 
also made of the Kola nut. Part of the cadets going with- 
out and part with. The records seemed to show that those 
using the nut stood the strain much better than those with- 
out, arriving at camp at night fresher, both mentally and 
physically, although two or three cases were found where 
there seemed to be no perceptible effect felt. In other cases 
a small quantity of the nut made a marked change. Maj. 
Davidson kept a very interesting record of the nut and its 
effects. Through observation on this one run he thinks the 
main objection to wheels for military pereceee is the danger 
of punctures, especially through a region where the farmers 
use thorn hedges, but he believes that this can be over- 
come to a great extent by the use of quick repair inner 
tubes and puncture-proof strips. A further test is contem- 
plated next month, in which the Kola nut will be used.

Armory and placed in the boat 
hall. This gun was received from the Ordnance Dept. of 
the Navy to be used by the brigade for the instruction of 
the breech mechanism and manual of the piece for this 
caliber. The boatswains’ mates of the brigade are to be 
furnished with pipes to aid them in attracting the attention 
of their divisions when passing orders. In addition to the 
quartermasters two men In each division have been detailed 
for special instruction in signaling, particular attention be- 
ing paid to this important duty. Boat drill is progressing 
as rapidly as circumstances will allow. It seems odd that 
although this brigade has been organized more than five 
years and during that time has made repeated requests for 
suitable boats for drill purposes, the Navy Department haye 
made no move to equip the brigade in this all-important par- 
ticular. Even the oars now used were purchased by the 
men, it being impossible to use the miscellaneous assort- 
ment received from the Department. 

PENNSYLVANIA.—The court of inquiry, consisting of 
Lieut. Col. Henry T. Dechert, 2d Regt. N. G. P., and Lieut. 
C. B. Rutter, 2d Regt., J. A. and Recorder, appointed by Maj. 
Gen. Snowden to examine into the troubles of the Ist Naval 
Battalion, N. G. P., began its sittings at Division Headquar- 
ters, City Hall, Philadelphia, on June 10. It appears that 
Comdr. R. K. Wright, Jr., did not consider that Lieut. John 
Marie, of the ist Division; Lieut. (Junior Grade) Burnett 
Landreth, Jr., and Ensign Carlton Zellin, of the 2d Division, 
were efficient officers, and asked for their resignations, which 
were handed in under protest, and led to charges of various 
irregular actions being preferred against Comdr. Wright by 
Lieut. Landreth. The testimony developed the fact that a 
great deal of the evidence was hearsay, and that Lieut. 
Landreth was ignorant of several occurrences of recent date 
in the battalion.

They aimed their rifles at each 
ther. Cummings snapped his empty gun first, followed a!- 
ost immediately by Carlin. When the latter pulled the 
trigger of his rifle there was a loud report. Without a 
moan Cummings sank to the sidewalk, his skull crushed by 
the heavy bullet. The ball struck him square in the fore- 
head and plowed through the brain and passed out back 


of the right ear. He was taken to a hospital, where he 
lied in an hour. Carlin was arrested.

X. asks: How should a superior officer receive a subordi- 
nate officer who comes into his private quarters, or even 
office, to speak to him on matters of official business? An- 
swer.—We believe that the rule at the Military Academy is 
to make all officers, from the dean of the faculty down, 
stand at attention in the office of the Superintendent. This 


accords with the old practice, which is, however, very much 
relaxed in our day, most commanding officers requesting 
a subordinates to be seated when transacting business 
with them. 


J. B. 8S. asks: Is Fort Douglas, Utah, considered a first- 
class post in War Department parlance? Does it compare 
with Fort Sheridan or Fort Columbus, N. Y. H.? Answer.— 


Fort Douglas, Utah, is an excellent post, but, of course, not 
so modern or as large as Fort Sheridan, and therefore no 
comparison can be made between the two. We hold it to 
be a better post in many respects than Fort Columbus, al- 
though the proximity of New York Olity may in the judg- 
ment of some be more desirable than the proximity of Salt 
Lake City. 

SERGT. M. asks: (1) What are the duties of a first ser- 
geant at regular drill if no commissioned officers are pres- 
ent; is it the duty of the first sergeant to drill the company? 
(2) If company is called out in case of riot, and if com- 
missioned officers are out of town or do not show up, is it 
the duty of the first sergeant to command the company to 
point of trouble, or must he get his orders from colonel 
commanding? (3) What is the poaition of the first sergeant 
in extended order drill; what is his duty? Answer.—(1) He 
takes charge of the company in the absence of any superior 
officer. (2) In the absence of its regular officers and until 
some other commissioned officer Is detailed, the senior non- 
commissioned officer present, whether he be a sergeant or 
corporal takes command. (3) The first sergeant, if not in 
command of a platoon or echelon, takes post near the cap- 
tain and does as he is told, acting as a kind of messenger, 
as far as can be gathered from the drill book. 

SUBSCRIBER.—There is no general law ey the 
indiscriminate use of the American flag, although the sub- 
ject is now being agitated with a view to secure such a 
law. The flag committee of the Illinois Society of Colonial 
Wars made an interesting report on the subject of the 
desecration of the flag at the annual banquet of the Society 
in Chicago on June 6, which was presided over by Capt. 
Philip Reade, U. 8S. A. They stated that they had found 
in Chicago over 100 examples of the misuse of the American 
flag or its pattern. They said: “Above the grave of the 
hero Lafayette, where his remains repose in a tomb in old 
Paris, there an American flag is kept forever waving. The 
remembrance of that illustrious Frenchman, dear to the 
hearts of all American patriots, should quicken our inspira- 
tions and stimulate us to action, in striving to save from 
desecration the flag of our country.” At the instance of 
Capt. Reade the annual encampment of the Department of 
Illinois, G. A. R., adopted a resolution to unite with other 
atriotic organizations in requesting the representatives 
rom Illinois in the National House and Senate to support 
such legislation as may be necessary to keep sacred the flag 
of the Union and make it unlawful to desecrate it, by using 
it for advertising purposes. We hope that other organiza- 
tions will take similar action, and that legislation mer be 
eeaet in every State compelling respect for the National 
ag.
